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Washington — James R. Sheffield, 


'American ambassador to Mexico, has 
given secretary Kellogg a complete 
picture of the problems that confront 
diplomacy in the relations of the two 
countries and is prepared to 
retire 


from office. 
The department 
of state is 
not 


anxious to let him go. He lias gone 
through a period of delicate negotia- 
tion and has represented in as firm a, 
manner as possible the earnestness of 
the United States in the protection 
of vested rights. But he indicated be- 
fore returning to Mexico last time 
that he did not expect to retain the 
Mexican, post indefinitely and that as 
soon as a stage in the 
controversy 


\vere reached which 
completed 
his 


work, he would ask to be relieved of 
his duties. 
The present situation with Mexico 


Is not as 
satisfactory 
as • officials 


would like it to be. but it has never 
reached a point where there is no 
need of affpirmative action on the 
part of the United States. The de- 
partment of state is awaiting the out- 
come of the cases which are before 
the Mexican supreme court, the ex- 
pectation being that when five 
deci- 


sions are handed down confirming 
the American viewpoint as to rc- 
troactivity of the land laws these de- 
cisions will in effect repeal organic 
law which was passed as a result ol 
the famous article twenty-seven of 
the Mexican -constitution. 


SMUGGLING TREAT!' ISSUE 


But meanwhile there 
have 
been 


difficulties over the abrogation of the 
treaty with respect to smuggling and 
Mexico has seen fit to boycott man- 
ufacturers of the United States for 
government and state purchases on 
'the ground that the absence of the 
customs treaty makes for delay at 
the border and at ports of clearance. 
This is a situation which the Amer- 
ican . government is anxious to clear 
up; iff fact it is hoped that a. new 
commercial treaty can be negotiate^ 
at once. If Mr. Sheffield were to go 
back he 
would 
be obliged to go 


through a long negotiation. 


There is also the suggestion that 


the Mexicans have not relished Mr. 
Sheffield's firmness and that a new 
man at Mexico City may be able to 
make more rapid progress. The name 
of John W. Garrctt, former Ameri- 
can ambassador to Argentina, is be- 
ing mentioned. Ho is recognized as 
one of the foremost men who have 
been, in the diplomatic service with a 
wide experience. He speaks Spanish 
and has had a good deal of contact 
with 
Pan-American vountries and 


problems. 
Actually, 
however, 
the 


question of Mr. Sheffield's retirement 
hinges on matters of policy so that 
the exact date of the sending of a 
new ambassador to Mexico is some- 
what indefinite.

The self-serve idea was not his. but 


he capitalized it on such a large scale 
that today there is a "Thompson's" in 
nearly every large city in the coun- 
try. 


In 1S91. Thompson bought a small 


restaurant on S. State-st.'Chicago. No 
1 of his eventual chain of ealin? 
places. 
The restaurant was notori- 


ous for the number of times, and the 
speed with which, it had been "turned 
over.". 


But Thompson turned the tide ol 


that lunchroom's misfortunes—he paid 
off his mortgage and raadc money. H«. 
added two Chicago restaurants to his 
"string" in 1894 and began therewith 
a phenomenal expansion of the cater- 
ing business which had no precedent. 
As his business enlarged, he instituted 
quantity buying and standardization 
of equipment. 


INCORPORATED IX 1007 


The John R. Thompson company 


was.incorporated in 1907. A $6.000,000 
corporation took over the business in 
1914. 
although .the controlling interest 


remained with its founder. A group of 
70 groceries in Chicago, which Thomp- 
son started in 1910. was sold to syn- 
dicate in 19:1.

Mr. Thompson served as Republican 


county committceman for years and 
was treasurer of Cook-co from 1907 to 
1911. 
After being defeated 
in the 


Chicago 
mayoralty race, he retired 


from politics in 1912 at his wife's re- 
quest. He was a warm supporter ol 
Theodore Roosevelt in the latter's BuU 
Moose campaign.

ime as this. The very fact that condi- 
tions are unsatisfactory 
In certain 


sections today is the best evidence

same sections because it Is always 
darkest just before dawn. From a 
statistical study I had rather buy bus- 
iness real estate today in certain cit-. 
es of the Central West where busi- 
ness is very poor than in the very 
prosperous cities where prices are 
lilgh. The cycle of business is always 
operating, differing of course with 
different sections commodities and in- 
dustries. The great opportunities for 
profit are ill connection with those 
communities, commodities, 
and in- 


dustries which are temporarily de- 
pressed. Surely those who hold prop- 
erty in such depressed sections would 
make a great mistake to sell while 
conditions continue bad. 


MAKING .MARKETING WORK 
"I believe in 
co-operation. The 


success of large units is the best evi- 
dence of the importance of co-opera- 
tion. Unfortunately thus far cooper- 
ation has been most effective through 
actual consolidation and a 
common 


stock 
ownership. 
Co-operation 


through common stock ownership is 
responsible today for the success of 
the Standard Oil Company, the To- 
baccoo Trusts, the Steel Corporation, 
the United Fruit Company, the Gen- 
eral Motors Company, and most large 
industrial undertakings. Where real 
co-operation has taken place through 
voluntary farm organizations it has 
succeeded, but there have been so 
many failures, it may be necessary 
that something be done prior to suc- 
cessful farm co-operative marketing. 
Surely, in order to get more of the 
intelligent young men to remain on 
the farms some form of consolidation 
is needed to allow them to serve in an 
executive position. It may be that this 
first step will be m connection with 
some form of state licensing of farm- 


Owing to the great importance of 


farms to the nation's welfare, any 
state would be justified in licensing 
its farmers as In licensing its phy- 
sicians, dentists, or certain others who 
now are obliged to acquire licenses. 
Such a law should not be retroactive 
and all farmers 
now owning the 


farms which they operate should be 
granted a license when the law goes 
into effect. 


"No farmer should be compelled to 


join any co-operative association, or 
agree as to what he shall plant or 
how he shall sell. After joining such 
an. association, however, and 
agree- 


ing to do a certain thing, he should 
carry out his agreement — until re- 
lieved therefrom after proper notice— 
or else run the risk of having his 
license revoked. License should be 
granted to tenant farmers only upon 
applicant shoxving proper -qualifica- 
tions and the agricultural board of 
the state certifying that public con- 
venience or necessity requires addi- 
tional farmers at said time. In other 
words, the vital weakness in the en- 
tire farm situation today is that we 
fail to recognize our farms to be pub- 
He utilities. They are public utilities 
and should be classed with railroads 
crs. 
water companies, and electric power 
companies. When this takes 
place 


most of the other troubles will solve 
themselves. The farmer will then get 
on a profitable busis, will enjoy an 
established credit, can have a higher 
standard of living and most of the 
other privileges which he so justij 
demands. For many years I have fcl 
and believed along these lines, bu 
not being a farmer I have hesitated 
to make this suggestion, but 
afte1 


what I have seen the past month, I 
cannot refrain longer.

Louisiana, and the other states whicl 
are suffering from the recent floods

River had risen IS feet and saw thou 
sands of acres of corn and whoa 
which are temporarily drained out 
Without doubt, the floods have great 
ly hurt thousands of fanners on low 
lands all the way from Omaha to New 
Orleans.

TEASING THE RUSSIAN BEAR 
Boris Kowode. 19 year old slayer of 


Peter Voikoff, soviet envoy to Poland, 
has been sentenced to life imprisonment, 
with the request, however, to the presi- 
dent of Poland to comute the sentence to 
fifteen years. It is an extraordinary func- 
tioning of justice in the face of Russia's 
strong representation to Poland on the as- 
sassination. It can have but one mean- 
ing, which is a powerful national sympa- 
thy for the assassin and against the soviet. 
It is conceivable that it might so embit- 
ter the Russians as to lead to an impasse 
between the two nations and to war. 


It is common knowledge that things 


are none too well in Russia. The recent 
wholesale executions of conservatives and 
the threat of more killings, are inter- 
preted as a deliberate revival by Moscow 
of strong-arm methods to meet a critical 
internal situation. It is possible extreme 
demands might be made upon Poland for 
the same reason, that is to bolster up the 
Bolshevik regime by appealing to the na- 
tional spirit. There are indications that 
the Stalin regime is arousing mass discon- 
tent, because of the repulse of commun- 
ism in China and the break with Great 
Britain. And now Germany has joined 
with the powers in making representation 
to Russia on the subject of propaganda. 


Much as we may sympathize with the 


youthful assassin who put an end to one 
of the bolshevik tyrants ''to avenge 1,- 
700.000 killed by his kind'1 it is folly to 
treat his offense lightly and to give fur- 
ther affront to Russia by imposing a 
sentence which, coupled with the court's 
recommendation, amounts to a condona- 
tion of the crime. Poland is a new nation. 
It is surrounded by jealousies and intrigue 
on all sides. Its future is uncertain. It 
should strive to keep its house strictly 
in order and to so conduct itself as to not 
even give color of cause for outside ag- 
grandizement or attack. America's sym- 
pathies are wholly with Poland in the 
opportunity conferred upon her by the • 
World war to rehabilitate herself as a na- 
tion. America's sympathies are with her 
in her distrust and dislike of soviet Rus- 
sia, but she should be careful not to go 
too far in proclaiming this antipathy. It 
would have been better to sentence Kow- 
ode to life imprisonment and leave it to 
the judgment of the president to pardon 
or parole him at some future time when 
relations with Russia were less strained. 


MOVIES IN ENGLAND 


England has virtually declared war on 


American movies. A law is now pending 
that would require all movie owners in 
the British Isles to present each week a 
certain percentage of British-made films. 
The law has aroused much comment. Per- 
haps the best is that of a great London 
newspaper: "You can force the cinema 
owner to present poor British films, but 
you can't force the people to pay good 
money to see them.'1 


England cannot compete with Amer- 


ican-made films until it has the actors and 
actresses, scenic and electrical equipment 
and directors. When it acquires these es- 
sentials it then may be able to give our 
producers a run for their money.- It is 
hopeless to attempt to force an inferior 
brand of films down the movie patrons' 
throats. They won't stand for it. Furth- 
ermore, they have seen American-made 
films so long that even if the British were 
able to compete with us on an equal basis, 
it would be years before the Britons could 
be weaned away from Hollywood. 


The average Briton is international in 


his movie tastes. He doesn't care wheth- 
er the film is made in Hollywood or Tim- 
buctoo so long as it is entertaining. The 
American-made pictures are 
for 
the 


most part entertaining, that is the reason 
they are popular in the British Isles. Until 
British pictures arc made as interesting 
and entertaining, the English producers 
cannot hope to supplant the American 
product. In other words, you cannot in- 
duce people to take an inferior product or 
something they would less prefer by ap- 
pealing to home pride. Their answer is. 
make the home product i\hat we want 
or the equal of the outside product.

EXTRA SESSION TALK 


Washington, D. C.—Agitation of a 


special session of Congress to deal 
vith- the Mississippi flood erne'-gency 
continues despite the fact that Pre- 
sident Coolidge has let it be known 
hat he is opposed to the proposal, 
or at least that he does not purpose 
calling the national lawmakers back 
o Washington before October. 


A poll is being taken of Senators 


and Representatives 
to get their 


views on the subject, but sufficient 
•eturns arc not in yet to show de- 
mitely whether a majority of th^ 
members are for or against the spe- 
cial session. 
The trend, however, 


eems toward the opposition, Many 
members indicate that they believe 
'resident Coolidgc is to be relied upon 
o deal with the situation wisely anil 
adequately and that his judgment ir. 
he matter of convening Congress :s 
0 be deferred to. 


Others contend it would be useless 


:o assemble Congress because that 
body wo.uld not have any sound pro- 


ram for dealing with the flood pro- 


blem, and will not have until the 
4rmy engineers haie made an ex- 
haustive 
investigation, and worked 


out their report and recommenda- 
ions. 


As Senator Fcss, of Ohio, staled 


t: "I should oppose calling an extra 
session of Congress. The matter of 
.he protection against floods is iiot 
1 new subject and has been befoie 
he country for many years, i am 
n favor oC a complete survey and 
he time necessary to make it. When 
we can be assured the right plan, 
s outlined, then we can vote the ne- 
cessary money without undue waste.'" 


On the other hand, advocates o£ a 


special session argue that the first 
.hing to be done is to provide relief 
lor the flood sufferers, of whom there 
are more than 600.000. and that the 


overnmcnt should be in the forc- 


Iront of this relief work. 
The pro- 


blem of what to do to guard against 
similar catastrophes in. the future, it 
s insisted. Is of secondary importance 
until adequate -measures have been 
takon to deal with the existing sit- 
uation. 
Senator Couzcns. of Michi- 


gan, is one of those who subscribe 
:o this view. 


Holds Government Responsible 


"I do unqualifiedly endorse the 


calling of a special session of- Con- 
gress regardless of any other con- 
sideration." says the Senator. 
"I do 


not believe the President alone can 
do ail It is possible to do to relieve 
tnc flood sufferers. 
The President 


has' not the funds to do this; only 
Congress can furnish them. 


"The responsibility for this re- 


lief is wholly a Federal Government 
responsibility, and private individuals 


throughout the nation should not be 
solicited for millions and millions of 
dollars to relieve a responsibility that 
belongs to the Federal Govemmelit. 
We have been liberal in spending 
hundreds of millions/ for other peo- 
ples, and certainly .we should go the 
limit in taking care of our own." 


Senator Copeland. of New York, 


says that in his judgment the dis- 
aster is so terrible that it is unreason- 
able to expect private individuals to 
deal with it and that it^is clearly the 
duty of the Government to take 
charge. 
' 


Representative 
Garrett, 
of Ten- 


nessee, minority leader of the House, 
favors a'special session, but thinks 
the problem of flood prevention is 
primarily one of engineering and 
that there must be some time for the 
government 
engineers to 
complete 


their studies and secure the necessary 
data to lay before Congress. 


Senator 
Ran&dell, 
whoso 
home 


State, Louisiana, has had a large 
share of the flood disaster, not only 
wants a special session, but urges 
that Picsident CoOlidge pay a per- 
sonal visit to the overflowed sec- 
tions before Congress meets. Sen- 
ators 
Fletcher, 
of 
Florida, 
and 


George, of Georgia, also favor the 
calling of Congress, and the former 
has joined the Flood Control Associa- 
tion on a trip of inspection from St. 
Louis to J\ew Orleans. 


Senators Du Pont, of Delaware, 


and Willis, of Ohio, line up with the 
opnoncnts of a special session. Sen 
ator Ferris, of Michigan, says lie 
would favor it if he thought it would 
accomplish any good .blue he has not 
been convinced of that. 
Representa- 


tive Victor L. Eerger. the Socialist 
Member from Milwaukee, who says 
he first opposed a special session be- 
cause he feared- politics would be 
played -with an eye on next year's 
presidential election! now favors it 
if only that Congress may 
vote

The Fear of Politics 


This fear that with Congress in 


special session politics might be play- 
ed in one way or another is expressed 
by other solons who arc as conserva- 
tive as Bcrser is radical 
Senator 


Willis, of Ohio, for instance, says: 
"If Congress were to meet now for 
the purpose of considering flood con- 
trol legislation, vcrp strong effort 
would undoubtedly be bad. 
Indeed,

would undoubtedly! be bad. 
Indeed, 


it lias already been announced in the 
papers that certain defeated bills s.n 
the last session of Congress would 
be offered as amendments to the flood 
control bill." 


Representative Cole, of Iowa, states 


his views more vehemently, saying 
that the assembly of Congress at 
this time would simply be a contri- 
bution to national chaos and noth- 
ing short of a calamity. Perhaps lie 
fears a flood of oratory and a deluge 
of words more disastrous than the 
Mississippi on a rampage. 


We would have no data on which to 


proceed," he says, "and the result 
would be nothing but debate, and 
from the flood situation the debate 
might easily drift into general pol- 
itics, and from more such debates 
may the good Lord deliver us! We 
had enough of it, including filibus- 
ters, before tho last short session 
was adjourned. 
Let the waters of 


the Mississippi subside, and let the 
engineers decided, bofore we embark 
on a session of Congress. 


From a State farther down the 


river, and one where the serious 
flood losses began, another Congress- 
man speaks wholly different views. 
Representative Lozier, of Missouri, 
says he is confident the. membership 
of the House and Senate, if called in 
extraordinary session, would agree in 
advance to confine their legislative 
activities to the question of flood con- 
trol and the passage of the deficiency 
appropriation 
bill. 
He adds: 


"Flood control has for half cen- 


tury been given intelligent 
consid- 


eration by expert engineers, who have 
reached definite and final conclusions 
as lo the best method to prevent dis- 
astrous overflows or minimize their 
results. 
To delay relief is to deny 


relief." 


Senator Willis has said that he 


could not see how, in the circum- 
stances, business men could favor a 
special session, but a journal that 
is pre-eminently a business men's 
organ, tho Manufacturers Record, is 
leading the movement for a special 
session. 
It is polling members of 


Congress, and it says: 


"This national 
problem demands 


broad national thinking. ~lt demands 
the highest business statesmanship 
this country has ever been 'called 
upon to put forth. 
It demands the 


heartiest and most aggressive coopera- 
tion of the President and Congress. 
To minimize its importance by long 
delays in giving it Congressional con- 
sideration, or by presuming that Con- 
gress will in due time take some ac- 
tion in the matter without constant 
pressure on the part of the people of 
the country upon the Administration 
and Congress, would be to assume 
that Congress always gives prompt 
heed to the great national economic 
problems, which we all know 
is 


wholly incorrect."

lustomer is Always Right" and 
it 


must be the constant talk of the pub' 
ic utility employee to wipe out 
the 


fear and hatred of the public utility 
that was engendered in tho public 
mind by the tactics of the early utili- 
ties, Mayor James II. McGillan, told 
members of the accounting department 
of tho AVisconsin Utilities association 
at the close of their convention session 
Saturday morning. 


Mayor McGiilan described the cvolu 


lion of the utility in AVisconsin as he 
nas observed it. "I can remember 
when the officers of railroad compan- 
ies took the attitude, 'this is our prop 
ty, our money is invested and what 
right lias the public or anyone else to 
tell us what we ehould do with it* ut- 
terly forgetting that the government 
had given the utilities rights which 
were not given to private investors," 
the mayor declared. 


Mayor McGillan described how the 


old railroad companies 
used 
their 


properties'to further their own ends by 
holding the pioneer logging companies 
absolutely at the mercy of the railroad, 
how tho logger who refused to sell 
his product to a company designated 
by the railroad company would find 
himself unable to get railroad cars. 


OPPRESSED RAILROADS 


"There soon grew up a hatred of the 


railroad companies, that meant thai 
any legislator could introduce any bill 
just so that it seemed to be oppressive 
to the railroads, it was sure of passage 
Any candidate for public office who de 
clared himself opposed to the public 
utility was sure of election and 
any 


man branded as a friend of the utility 
was sure of defeat. 


"The pendulum had swung over to 


the other side and the slates began to 
form utility commissions, the federal 
government the Interstate Commerce 
commission and in AVisconsin, 
The 


Railroad Commission. 


"Immediately the utility officers be- 


gan to realize that things were going 
against them, and that instead 
of 


treating a customer like a trespasser, 
that they would have to take the pub- 
lic into their confidence and regain the 
good will that had been lost by the 
officials and employees who failed to 
visualize their duty to the public. 


"Now while the distrust has not en- 


tircly disappeared, theie is growing un- 
derstanding on the part of the public 
and the utility that both ars necessary. 
Tho utility officers understand 
that 


tho prosperity of the territory thcj- 
serve means their prosperity and the 
people understand that good service to 
their community depends upon the 
prosperity of the utility that serves 
them. 


"It must be the duty of you as titll 


ity employes to help convince the pub- 
lic that the old days arc gone and that 
there is no need for fear that the uti- 
lities will again pet out of hand and 
revert to their old tactics. You can 
best do this by showing the people thai 
you are trying to give the greatest 
amount of service possible for the 
amount of money the commission per- 
mits you to take, instead of convinc- 
ing them that the prime purpose ol 
tho utility is to get all of the money 
it can from the people served."

20 Year Fight on Initiative 


and Referendum Ends in 
Senate 


Madison, WIs.—(IP)—Emerging fiom 


a hard week's work during which va- 
•lous bills oC major Importance were 
either passed or killed, the Wisconsin 
oglslature sought rest over the week- 
end as more night and day work 
oomcd ahead. 


The killing of the Initiative and ret- 


jrendum bill by the senate and ap- 
M'ovul of the conservation bill by the 
assembly were outstanding develop- 
ments of the week. While the upper 
louse had more important measures 
to discuss, the assembly accomplished 
considerable work as heavy calendars 
were disposed of. • 


The senate passed Senator Boldt's 


bill consolidating eleven state depart- 
ments into one new Board of Public 
Affairs, composed of three men ap- 
pointed by the governor, assembly and 
senate respectively, another bill sane- 
Joned and recommended by the in- 
.erim committee. 


Discussion of the initiative and ref- 


erendum had prolonged senate ses- 
sions throughout the week, action 
tilling the measure ending a twenty- 
year struggle between opponents and 
proponents. The bill, passed by the 
1925 
legislature and by the assembly 


of the present session, provides that 
the people might initiate legislation 
and further approve or reject a$iy act 
of the legislature at the polls. 


PASS CONSERVATION BILL, 


Senator Johnson's conservation bill, 


embodying the appointment of a six 
man, non-paid commission, was or- 
dered past a third reading by the as- 
sembly, the final step before being up 
for passage. 
Reconsideration was 


asked but in view of the large major- 
ity voting in favor of the bill it is not 
considered likely that it will be re- 
jccted. Gov. Fred R. Zmmerman has 
already indicated approval of the bill. 


A bill providing full indemnity to 


farmers incurring losses through the 
operation of the state's bovine tuber- 
cular re-testing program was passed 
by the upper house, together with a 
bill calling for a "citizens tax research 
board" to study tax conditions in "Wis- 
consin. A bill by Senator Schumann 
to abolish the present civil service 
commission and create another one 
under a new organization plan was 
killed by the same house. 
Superior's election bill, allowing the 


city to hold an election for school 
board membership, was sent to the 
governor after being favorably acted 
upon by the assembly. It enables them 
to hold the election within thirty days 
after a referendum was conducted to 
change the present 
form of school 


board selection. 
The assembly refused to concur 


with the upper house in a bil provid_- 
ing for a minimum income tax ot $5 
for everv person in "Wisconsin be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 60. The 
same body was refused a third read- 
ing for Senator Boldfs bill, intro- 
duced for the interim committee, ex- 
empting from taxation dairy products 
and unfinished products in the hands 
of manufacturers, previously taxed. 


Assemblyman Xawson's bill provid- 


ing a 3 cent gasoline tax and other 
alterations in the cos tof licensing au- 
tomobiles was killed, in the lower 
house as was the Seftenberg bill for 
the re-establishment of the personal 
property offset on income taxes. 


Five bills of comparatively minor 


importance were devoted by Gov. Zim- 
merman while among other bills re- 
ceiving his official sanction was the 
speed bill raising the speed limit on 
state hghways front 30 to 40 miles an 
hour.

out in the bill in regard to city and 
town traJfic.

'balloon tire comfort is certainly 
a. 


great step forward in motoring, but 
one has to pay for lower air pressure 
by getting fewer miles from his tires.' 
Does he or doesn't he?" queries Stan- 
ton c£ the Stanton Tire Service, distri- 
butors of General Tires in Appleton. 
•".Vis., who then proceeds to deny that 
balloons mean fewer miles, and ex- 
plains thus: 


"Balloon tires, properly 
inflated, 


yield just as much mileage as their 
high, pressure brethren. But air pres- 
sure in balloon tires must be watched 
more closely. Let's say that a high- 
pressure tire of a certain size requires 
r.O pounds of air to insure longest life 
and wear. If that tire loses 5 pounds 
of air the loss is 10 per cent, increas- 
ing the deflection and softens of the 
tire comparatively little and not great- 
ly increasing.the likelihood of accident 
or quick wear. 
"Say the recommended pressure for 


a balloon tire is 25 pounds and that the 
tire loses 5 pounds before being check- 
ed. The loss is one-fifth, or 20 per 
cent. Any tire that is permitted to 
run while underinflated 20 per cent is 
badly abused and will surely wear out 
much more quickly than one that is 
kept properly inflated. Checking and 
correcting air pressure should be as 
much a part of the motorist's regular 
routine, as buying o:l and gas. Ne- 
glect of tires is just as costly as any 
other form of .automobile negligence. 
The tire dealer 
and 
manufacturer 


readily recognize a. tire that has been 
ruined by neglect of air pressure, and 
the motorists said story when he brings 
in such a tire for 
consideration. 


is more likely to fall on deaf ears than 
was formerly the case. 


"•We have plenty of instances 
in 


•which General balloons have equalled 
and even exceeded the record long- 
mileage performances that were boast- 
ed of in the high pressure days. 
In 


every case of extremely high mileage, 
the tires have had proper care. Tire 
mileage decreases in direct proportion 
to the neglect 
pf air pressure and 


small repairs. 
"Xo tire made by any manufacturer 


can long survive without proper in- 
tlation. "While we believe Generals will 
live longer, even if neglected, than 
nthers, all makers are urging proper 
tire attention as the cure for practical- 
ly every tire ill. 
"Tire engineering has become more 


and more an exaci science as tires 
have been improved, but the owner, 
not the maker, is responsible for what- 
i ever happens to a tire after it is on 
the rim. 


"It is true that we might have a 


market for more tires if the motorists 
abused them freely and used them up 
quickly, but tve are in business to stay. 
•We want our present friends and cus- 
tomers to be unchanged through the 
years, eo -we want them to get 
the 


greatest possible mileage from their 
tires. -To do that the motorist must 
give his tires the same consideration 
he gives the rest of his car. We can- 
not say.to earnestly that our first 
recommendation to any motorist is to 
buy and carry an efficient air guage, 
use it every few days, and keep the 
pressure in his tires to proper pound- 
age."
